A sense of relaxation seems to 
flow as soon as one enters the 
Pascagoula home of Rosebud 
and Tom Leatherbury. * 

Every foot of their den is 
decorated with homey 
furnishings and framed 
momentos on the wall that put a 
visitor at ease. The message 
comes through. ‘This is a happy 
home 

Leatherbury, chairman of the 
board of the Merchants and 
Marine Bank, claims to be 
slowing down some although he 
still spends a full day, every day 
at the bank. 

He was born in Baxley, Miss., 
to J.G. and Rosa D. 
Leatherbury. According to 
Leatherbury, that is ‘seven 
miles back of Lucedale. Daddy 
was a sawmill man,” he said. 

When he was five, the family 
of seven including three boys 
and two girls, moved to Pass 
Christian; then to Moss Point 
and then to Pascagoula where 
his father took the job as bridge 
tender and toll collector in about 
1925 or 1926. 

“The old bridge was just south 
of where the bridge is now,” 
Leatherbury said. “Live Oak 
Street was the main highway 
then,”” 


While he was growing up he 
held a variety of jobs. He drove a 
taxi, worked on a farm up in the 
Delta, and was a longshoreman 
in Mobile after completing 
school at Perkinston. He came 
back to work in a local bank for a 
short time before the war broke 
out. 

In 1941 he was drafted into the 
service. He went in the Army as 
a private and was discharged in 
1945 as a captain. 

“Rosie and I met when she 
was two years old,” Leatherbury 
said. ‘‘Our families were close 
friends so there wasn’t any 
meeting to it." The couple 
married in 1946. 

“He said that I grew up while 
he was gone,”’ Mrs. Leatherbury 
said. ‘He had dated my cousin 
so after we returned home from 
a trip to New York he called to 
ask if we had a good time. It was 
an excuse. He called for a date.” 

““We went to the Broadwater 
for dinner and dance for our first 
date,” she said. ‘‘The 
Broadwater was in its heyday 
then. It was a fine place!’ he 
added. 

Rosebud Leatherbury was 
born in Charleston, Miss., to 
Myrtle and Jack Stone. The 
family spent summers in 
Pascagoula where they had a 
camp on the beach (located on 


property that is now 1305 Beach 
Boulevard). When she was 12 the 
family, three girls and a boy, 
moved to Oxford where they 
could go to school. 

“I went to school at Belhaven 
for a year but I finished at Ole 
Miss in home economics,” she 
said. ‘I came to Pascagoula to 
teach that course. The funny 
thing about that is that Tom had 
to teach me to cook after we 
married.” 

After World War II, 
Leatherbury came back to work 
in a bank. ‘‘War broke out again 
in 1950 so I went back in the 
service and taught in 
transportation school in 
Virginia,” he said. “I set up 
some stevedoring courses up 
there. From there I did a tour in 
Casablanca and French 
Morocco. 

“After I was discharged I went 
to work in 1953 for the Merchants 
and Marine Bank. I went for the 
interview in that old, dark 
building with split wallpaper. Al 
Staples was chairman of the 
board. I asked him what I 
needed to do. He said, ‘God 
knows, you can look around and 
see that something has to be 
done.’”” 

“I was a new business 
prospector and into public 
relations, The bank grew and I 


ee eee 


moved up the ladder through 
just about every job there. I 
began by filing checks, then 
bookkeeping and teller work; 
even to playing janitor, 
sometimes. Finally I reached 
the top,’’ he said. 

When asked about his success 
he credited it to “Hard work, I 
guess. Sticking with it and not 
jumping from one job to another. 
Of course, I had a little help at 
home,” he said, smiling at his 
wife. 

Not only did Mrs. Leatherbury 
support her husband in his 
career, she became the mother 
of their two children, Lucy and 
Tommy. Lucy is now Mrs. Guy 
W. Moore Jr. of Covington, La. 
Mr. and Mrs. Moore have two 
boys, ages 10 and six. Tommy 
lives in Pascagoula. 

Thirty-one years ago the 
Leatherburys built their home 
on the corner of Farnsworth and 
Hague. Several additions later 
they still live there with their 
14-year-old spaniel, Sally. They 
celebrated their 40th wedding 
anniversary last spring doing 
what they enjoy most, sailing on 
a cruise with friends. 

They are both very active in 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Pascagoula where they have 
played important leadership 
roles over the years. 

Leatherbury enjoys cooking, 
hunting, fishing and “‘a little bit 
of gardening.” His cooking skills 
are legendary. ‘‘Cooking is my 
Telaxation,” he said. 

It is obvious when looking 
around the house at all the 
framed needlepoint that Mrs. 
Leatherbury enjoys that hobby, 
along with crocheting, 
volunteering at her church, and 
working in the yard. They both 
are daily walkers. 

They share another hobby ... 
supporting Ole Miss football. 
“We usually go to at least one 
game a year but I never miss one 
on the radio,” she said. 

“She gets into it,” said 
Leatherbury, gripping his fists 
in fighter fashion. ‘She plays the 


game!”? 
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Iam sure you remember the story of Joseph being sold into slavery in Egypt. 
Joseph forgave his brothers and said, “As for you, you meant evil against me; but 
God meant it for good...” Genesis 50:20a. Also, I call to your attention Romans 
8:28. The main reason I am writing this is to encourage those of you readers to 
whom bad things have happened, and you think it is the end of the world for you. 

My dad died when I was eight, leaving a wife and four children ages 3-15. It 
was 1932 -- The Big Depression. My dad was an attorney who had done well but 
had invested in the stock market and also had lent money to “friends” with a 
handshake (who never paid my mother back after they had recouped). Mother 
had never worked, but she had two years of college and Belhaven. She was put 
in charge of the Sewing Room -- one of Roosevelt’s depression programs. They 
made dresses and shirts for poor children (I wore them, but my older sister would 
not!). In 1936, Momma got a better job as county welfare agent for Lafayette 
County. We moved to Oxford where my dad’s folks lived. I was 12 years old -- 
a terrible age to be uprooted, but it turned out to be wonderful for me. My 
brother and I attended University, High where all the education majors at Ole 
Miss did their practice teaching. After a year at Belhaven Presbyterian College, 

I graduated at Ole Miss in 1944. 

Tom and I married in June 1946. He had gotten home from World War II 
the summer of 1945. We had built a little house on the east end of Farnsworth 
(behind Dr. Schneider’s house). We were so happy. I had always hoped for a 
good husband, a home of our own, and children. In September, I thought I was 
pregnant. and so did the doctor, even though the test was negative. In January, I 
was bleeding badly, and they sent me to Ocshner’s in New Orleans. It tumed out 
to be a very large tumor, so in March I had a hysterectomy. I was barely 23 
years old and suddenly unable to have children. It was a terrible blow 10 us both. 

After a year, we decided to adopt. We contacted the Mississippi Children’s 
Home in Jackson and went for an interview. Then the Korean War came along in 
1950, and Tom was called back into service. The Children’s Home said they 
would put our file on the back bumer until after the war. They did not give 
babies te service people. 

We had really good duty from 1950-53. Tom was two years at Fort Eustice, 
Virginia bef®re being sent to Casablanca, Morocco, where I joined him for nine 
months until the end of his duty. At the time of his going back into service, Tom 
had worked at the P.M.P. Bank. My cousin was president of the bank, and he 
tried to get Tom to get out of the reserves when the winds of war started blowing. 
Two other men at the bank did, but Tom was so patriotic that he never would 
have, and } agreed with him. 

When Tom wrote the president of the bank that we would be homein March 
of 1953, he wrote back that he was glad we were cominghome, but there was no 
place for Tom at the bank. Another big blow, not only to our pocket book, but to 
Tom’s self-esteem. We just held each other and prayed for something good to 
happen. We came on home and, as soon as we arrived, Nolan Hatten, a director 
at the M&M Bank, contacted Tom and asked him to consider working for them. 
It was a small bank and actually on the skids, but Tom thought it was a challenge 
and, besides, he needed a job. We could then ask the Children’s Home to put us 
back on the list. The bank started to gorw. Lots of people moved their accounts 
from the P.M.P. to M&M because of what had happened to Tom. The bank grew 
and grew. They built a new large building, and Tom ended up President and 
Chairman. 

In February 1954, the Children’s Home called and said they had a baby girl 
for us. Lucy was almost six weeks old. We rushed up and got her right away. 
Then we asked them to find us a little boy. We had to postpone that a while 
because I had to have a thyroidectomy, due to the radium treatment I had as an 
infant. So in May 1957, they had a little boy for us. He was two months old and 
under care of an orthopedic surgeon for being almost club footed. We took care 
of that situation, and you would never know Tommy had anything wrong with 
his feet. 

So, many times when bad things happen to you, trust in the Lord and 
remember, “All things work together for good to those who love God and are 
called according to His purpose.” Romans 8:28. 
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
